Jeff Man Booked in' Case 
Involving Haggerty 

The arrest Friday by 
New Orleans p^ce deputment 
vice ^uad officers of a Met' 
airie man is^ “directly connect- 
ed” with Wednesday raid 

<Ht an allegedly obscene stag] 
party in whi(h Criminal I^strict 
Court JiHlge Edward A: Hagger- 
ty Jr. and 13 other persons were 
ttdceo into custody. 

A Orleans police spokes- 
man dedhied to elaborate 
the connection. 

The man was identified as 
Kennefii or Kent Brouillette, 
alias Frenchie, 33, 2000 David 
Drive. Police files disclosed 
that a Kent Kouillette, alias 
Frenchy, has a criminal record. 

The charge filed against him 
at Central Lockup is pander- 
ing, under the state criminal 
statutes. 

Jeffersm Parish deputies had 
arrested the man and booked 
bim at the East Bank sheriff’s 
office as a fitgitive from New 
Orleans. New Orleans vice 
squad officers to^ over from 
there. 

Arrested early Friday after- 
noMi at the DeVille Motel, 3800 
Tulane Ave., where the show 
took place, were Henry J. 
Smith, 60, N. Galvez, and 
Joseph Zarza, 26, both em- 
ployes. 

&nith, a bartoider, was 
booked with allowing gambling 
on the premises of an alcoholic 
beverage outlet 

Zarza, the manager, was 


booked with allowing gambling, 
with obscenity by allegedly op- 
One of the men arrested 
Wednesday night, Victor M. 
Soto Jr., 926 E. William Dav- 
id Pkwy., was booked with 
gambling. ' 

Judge Haggerty, who, police 
erating a “st^ ^ow,” and with 
letting prmnises for obscenity. 

The third man, Glenn J. 
Otis, 35, 3425 Edenbom, was 
booked with reviling the police, 
He was in the motel when 
S^th and Zarza were' arrested, 
said, became violent, was 
booked with assaulting several 
officers, with soliciting for pros- 
titutes, and with cwispiring to 
commit obscenity. 

DENIES CHARGES 

Others arrested in the raid 
included the judge’s minute 
clerk, Michael Stuebben, 27 , an 
att<aney, Malcolm Mundy Jr., 
and three women. ’They were 
booked only on the coi^iracy 
dharge. 

Police alleged that stag 
films and live entertainment 
were presented in a room of the 
motel, and that a $5 admission 
fee was charged. 

Judge Haggerty said Thurs- 
day that he was innocent of the 
ch^es. His attorney, ■ R^rt 
ZibUidi, called the affair a “be- 
fore-the-wedding bachelor par- 
ty” for one of the arrested men 
who is planning to be married. 

Sgt. Robert N. FYey, vice-| 
squad commander, disiwted the 
ciahn that the ^thering was 
just for a bachelor party and 
said that prositution was to fol- 
low the entertainment for an 


additional fee. 

Mundy took issue with Frey 
in a statement released Friday. 

“I was astounded to read in 
ttos mofning’s paper,” the at-1 
tomey slald, “that Sgt. Frey isl 
still disputing the fa^ that this 
was a pre-marital stag party.! 
This is incredibly vieMteg his' 
[own statements.” ■ 

CASE OF WHISKEY 

Mundy noted that 11 men 
w^e arrested and ad^; 

“At $5 a man, this is $55. 
For some strange reason, he has 
not seen fit to comment that a 
case of mixed whiskey was in 
die room. After the rootn rent 
and the whiskey wwe paid, I 
wOTld like to know where was 
the huge surplus that he implies! 
was derived from this gigantic 
commercial venture?” 

Mundy also mentkniEd the 
films and three women, but said 
diere was not talk of prostitu- 
tion: 

“We all knew they would 
not be movies recommended for 
children, but then no children 
were invited. After about an 
hoiff, the three females involved 
arrived. It has never been made 
clear to me who invited them. 


They mingled wifli all presad^ 
and at no time did I hear talk 
of live entertainment and prostii 
tution. At no time did I see any< 
one of them so much as untie 
her shoelace.”
